By Subcommittee 


A budget of $1,620,005 for Sac- 


ramerto State College next [ts- 
cal year has been approved by 
an Assembly Ways and Means 
subcommittee without change or 
discussion 

The same treatment was given 
all other proposed state college 
budgets, except San Jose State 
San Jose will receive an increase 
in its budget originally set for 
$3.898.466. to accommodate 8510 
full-time students next year. This 
is 1010 more than the school 
planned to accept. The higher en- 
rollment figure was approved 
after both the college and State 
Education Department said that 
many could be handled 

The committee also approved a 
$180 a year tuition fee for out- 
of-state students at the schools 
This will bring in $216,000 « 
year.

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No Effect Yet 


lf a by-law were passed today that required Sacramento 
State organizations to hire wnion bands when they spon- 
sored functions requiring such entertainment the effect 
might not be felt for many months. 

The Student Council passed just such a law last week 
and yet the effect has not been realized by any group during 
the existance of the mandate. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that the impact, of this regulation will never make 
itself known. 

If all Jaws that governing boards passed were ignored 
by society, until enforcement of the mandates was felt, the 
people would be living under false pretenses. It is like living 
in a room without a roof and not*worrying about getting 
wet until it rains. 

It is not necessary that SSC organizations live under the 
roof of a by-law that represents neither good government 
nor sound policy. 

If they let this restrictive measure stand in “their” con- 
stitution they are letting law restrict their activities rather 
than guide them by democratic means. 

The law, as it now stands, may only refer te the hiring 
of union bands, but the principle it represents is far reach- 
ing in its effect. The principle of a “closed shop” on SSC 
activities may be just a beginning in restrictive measures 
passed by the Student Council. 

It is noteworthy that certain campus organizations and 
students have indicated opposition to the mandate, but 


unless 2 majority of the clubs and students oppose the 
ruling, the “closed shop” may be only the first of such laws. 


"Frats Cause Cheating” 


Cheating on this campus is twice what it is at Humboldt 
State College because of the existance of fraternities at 
SSC, according to Dr. Lawrence Marx, assistant professor 
of psychology at Humboldt. 

In a special article (February 4 issue) in the Humboldt 
State College Lumberjack entitled “Less Cheating at Hun:- 
boldt Than Other Colleges, Says Psych Prof,” Marx was 
cuoted as saying that, “In schools with fraternities, cheat- 
ing is doubled.” 

He substantiated his theory on fraternities with this 
reasoning: “In colleges with fraternities people want to 
keep up with the Smith's, but in colleges without frater- 
nities it is a matter of competing only for graces and not 
prestige.” ° 

The by-lined story by Hoben Thomas of the Lumberjack 
staff did not cite the facts used by the professor to sub- 
stantiate his reasoning, but if “some” do exist every college 
including SSC sheuld be eager to acquaint themselves with 
them, 

If facts do not exist, then Marx is not only guilty of 
biased opinions, but also of promoting false ideas. 

Sacramento State shouk! be especially concerned about 
the Humboldt professor's convictions because the prob- 
lem of fraternities and sororities on this campus is an 
existing question. Only last year national, fraternial organ- 
izations received a negative vote for colonization at SSC. 

The college ruling now gives authorization for local 
fraternities, and when enough interest is shown in other 
fraternal organizations, the law may be changed. 

Marx's statements deserve careful analyzation by Sacra- 
mento State and all colleves who have fraternities on their 
campuses. If he is correct, then there is Httle doubt that 
the groups should be eliminated—if he is wrong, then 
retraction is in order.

Subject Arouses Comment 

Difficulty im interpretating the 
subject of the mural has aroused 
comment and controversy. Most 
viewers grasp the notion of a 
reoster fluttering around in a 
sort of one man cock fight. Yet 
others persist in expressing the 
similarity to the remains of a 
chicken and fish dinner. 

A disciple of Aristotle's philos- 
ephy.

Admitting that 
the mural subject is a fowl, he 
feels that if art is the imitation 
of mature his own expressionis- 
tic chicken has nothing to worry 
about 

Art For Art’s Sake 

To his critics, artist Foster 
presents a similar impasse. His 
is “art for art’s sake.” Thus it 
is possibie that distortion of the 
rooster may be unpleasant to 
some viewers, Yet the basic skel- 
etal design must be appreciated 
since it is a copy of nature.

Sacramento State will complete its up and down basket- 
ball season tonight and tomorrow night when the Hernets 
engage the University of Nevada Wolfpack in Reno. 

It would be good if a large delegation of SSC students 
make the trip ovec the hills to watch the game. The Reno 
excursion will be an interesting one even for the student 
who dislikes basketball, since that Nevada metropolis offers 
many interesting sidelights beside the athletic contest. 
Not the least of these added attractions is Jake Lawlor, 
the Wolfpack’s terrible tempered coach. 

Lawlor, once one of the best official baiters in basketball, 
used to be second only to the Roaring Camp at Harolds 
Club in the local color department. His tantrums became 
a legend, and he was always a fine subject for a photog- 
rapher who had aspirations of getting a picture accepted 
by Life, 

This is all over now, however. Lawlor is under a two 
year suspension by the Northern California Officials Asso- 
ciation. Although he may still handle his team, he must 
be on his best behavior. It seems that many of that group's 
thin skinned officials didn't care too much for Lawlor’s 
abuse. The fiery Nevada coach isn’t even safe from the 
ban across the state line from the NCOA headquarters in 
Sacramento since the association supplies officials for all 
games in Keno, both high schwol and college. 

Tonight's contest will be the third Jake has had to en- 
dure since the suspension was put on. Lawlor sat quietly 
by last week and watched the lowly California Aggies dump 
his Wolves in a Far Western Conference game. Possibly 
it he could stand losing to the Aggies without blowing his 
volatile stack, he can get by almost any crisis without 
straving trom the NCOA rules of accepted conduct. It’s a 
good bet that he won’t last, however, and the visitor to 
Reno this weekend may see the end of the shortest refor- 
mation in basketball, 

Somehow it seems that the Northern California Officials 
Association may have overstepped its bounds a little in 
suspending Lawlor. Although Jake's actions at times may 
have been very trying to the men in stripes, the gag which 
the officials have put on him may not be quite justified. 

It is quite conceivable that a precedent may be set if the 
suspension on Lawlor stands. There is nothing to keep the 
NCOA from working down the line and gagging less ex- 
plosive mentors than Lawlor. 

With the right to object taken away from a coach, the 
oftticials would becoce even more all powerful than they 
now are. It may not be a good thing to let the decisions 
of these autocrats go completely unchallenged. After all, 
officials can make mistakes just the same as people can.
